On this foot 
weleft them,: being aſſured, upon the word and ho- 
nour of four Commiſhoners, we ſhould receive an ac- 
compt of them within few dayes; If that reſolution 
be altered, we ſballdefire to have a cleare and perfet 
Anſwer : that the world may be the Judge betweene 
us [upon whoſe ſcore, |the etftifion of ſo! much inno- 
cent blood ſhall reſt; ſince in conformity to His Ma- 
Jeſties Command, we doe not decline the rendring of
